The Capital Questiou as regards 
»• Public Failh " and »« IIouor.»» 

Alow duys ago wo quoted from the 
Prorogation Spcoch of Ilia Excellency 
for the jiurposo of demonstrating the 
fallacy of the views advanced by 
some of the honorable members who 
took part in tho dobato upon the 
capital question. To-day wo proposo 
to diseuBH tho merits of that question 
with roloreneo to " Public Faith " nnd 
"Honor," as alluded to by tho (iover- 
nor,and for tho purpose ol rendering the 
mauor clear, reprodueo tho previously 
quoted paragraph, a-» follows : 

"If in spile of your resolmion in favor ol 
Victoria, I still lievilutu on removing my 
abode mid thu neat ol the Legislature Irotn 
the spoi established by luw, you will under - 
slaod that I consider the [niblic fail L tuid 
honor airuyed on tile one Bide agaiust possi- 
ble expediency on the oilier." 
Wo hero find tho matter treated com- 
pletely as ono of "public faith" and 
" honor;" and this point was vehe- 
mently prossod in debato by several 
members hoBtilo to tho resolution 
which was carried; indeed, if wo mis- 
take not, it was their main argument. 
Tho objection, it will bo seen, perhaps 
conveys — though wo arc satisfied that 
it was not hero so intended — an ob- 
lique reflection upon tho majority of 
the Council, and, wo must add, upon 
tho vast majority of the inhabitants of 
tho United (Jolony, as preferring '• ex- 
pediency" to "public fail h and honor/' 
or at least as not being sufficiently 
alive to tho claims of the latter. The 
mattor, in ono important point of 
view, being now almost sot at rest, 
we trust wo shall Gnd but lit* lo diffi- 
culty in proving that " public faith '' 
and "honor" aro not involved in tho 
inquiry, and that tho seat of Govern - 
mont may safely bo removed to Yic- 
toria without thoir sacrifico oa the 
shrine of " expediency." If wo ptruso 
the Proclamation of tho 14th of Feb- 
ruary, 1859, which is referred to as a 
pledge of the Legislature as to thu 
locality ol the capital, wo find that it 
deals with threo matters — namely, 
Crown lands, Gold Claims, and tho 
Capital of British Columbia. We find, 
moreover, that tho main object of the 
last part appears to bo to staco that 
Now WcBtniiustor is to bo tho capital 
instead ol Langley, and it indemnifies 
lotholdors at tho latter place by giving 
them town lots as compensation in the 
lormor. Jiut wo eoek in vain, and no 
wonder, for anything approaching to 
a promise that in thu event ol Union 
with Vancouver Island, New West- 
minster was to bo the capital of tho 
Uniiod Colony. Tho words made uso 
of aro : " It is intended with all des„ 
patch to lay out and sottlo tho sito 
of a city to bo tho capital ol British 
Columbia " and tho lrionds of New 
Westminster are bound to make out 
that this constituted a promise by Sir 
James Douglas, and that ho intended 
to convey such promise (for this also 
is essential) that New Westminster 
should in all events bo tho seat of 
Government. The bare idea that Sir 
James intended that whenever Union 
should take place Victoria should 
be supplanted by New Westminster, 
and that ho should have issued the 
Proclamation with that object in view, 
is enough to cause a smilo with anj 
one who knows tho Colony. The 
rup d and steady rise of Victoria 
Under h:n administration, tho high 
prices of her town lots, and t ho numor. 
ous substantial stores built during 
that prosperous period, form tho best 
proof as to which city was looked 
upon as tho luttiro capital of 
the United Colony, Supposing, 
moreover, tho two Colonies had 
boon united undue tho title of the 
Colony of British Columbia and Van- 
tty^a.' f ji^a d — and probably tho solo 
ro«eon for not adopting this name was 
its length — there could not have l oen 
any room for tho argument. What d 1 
fcrenco can it make that tho cxprosnion 
" Biitish Columbia" was selected ? Wo 
cannot suppose that tho shorter title 
was preferred with a view to afford 
an argumont in favor of Westminster. 
Such a manoeuvre would bo entirely 
bonoaih tho dignity ol tho Imperial 
Parliament, aud we should be sorry to 
think that cvon interested parties 
would resort to it, and thereby at. 
tompt to impose upon the Logisla 
tare ; still less can it bo supposed that 
wo, as a Colony, can be sacrificed ami 
tied down by an artificu. They who 
assort that " pub.io faith and honor" 
aro at stake are called upon to make 
out that some promise was made thai 
in any event Now Westminster should 
bo tho Capital, oven if Bri.ish Colum- 
bia was united to other Colonics or 
States. In short, that if annexed to 
her neighbors on her southern frontier, 
or, what wo bhould greatly prefer to 
see, taken into tho British North 
American Confederacy, the proton - 
sions of tho City of Stumps should 
oontinuo unullooted, and that she 
should still ola:m to bo tho Capital in 



prelcronco ovon to San Fruntisco in 
tho ono case, and Monlroal, Ottawa 
or Quobeo in tho othor. Of course, 
such a proposition is simply ridiculous; 
but wo submit that it is no moro than 
m legitimato conclusion necossarily to 
bo drawn from tho doctrino that "pub- 
lic faith" and " honor" require that 
Now Westminster should bo tho Capi 
tal aftor Union ; this latter proposi- 
tion, loading as it docs to an absurd 
result, must therefore bo abandoned 
as a fallacy. But the matter may bo 
put upon another, and, wo bolievo, a 
wider ground. Wo deny that tho se- 
lect ion of a particular pltico as a 
Capital nccodsarily imports that there 
is never to bo a chango, whon sub- 
stantial reasons exist fur a removal. 
The history of English legislation, 
from an early period, shows a con- 
stant c lib rt to make laws continually 
conform to tho over varying necessi- 
ties of mankind. Such must bo tho 
caso in every prosperous and on- 
lightened community. We know, for 
instunco, that though it is a trite 
maxim, that " every man's houso is 
his castle," yet every railway or other 
important public work that is under- 
taken, shows that in numerous in- 
inslauces tho Legislature bave dis- 
regarded it. Complaints used to bo 
mado as loud and louder than those of 
our New Wcstminstor lrionds about 
what "public faith" and "honor" 
required, but tho LegL-luturo allowed 
i ho public works to proceed notwith- 
standing. It is admitted that new 
laws must constantly he mado to meet 
new circumstances; but whilst every- 
thing else is mutable, is tho question of 
tho Capital to bo determined by a nil;: 
as inflexible as tho principle which 
pervaded tho laws of tho Modes and 
Persians 't Suppose at somo luturo day 
a railway is mado from Buto Inlet to 
tho Becky Mountains, and communi- 
cates with tho Eastern Provinces, and 
that a largo town is formed at the 
head of tho Inlet, whilst thoso along 
tho Frasor liiver becomo doserted, 
must Now Westminster still, bo the 
Capital, notwithstanding tho most 
intolerable incouvonienco ? In truth, 
tho Logis!aturo novor does or can 
attempt to bind subsequent Legisla- 
tures on this point. Such interference 
would bo contrary to well established 
principles, and must not bo thought ol 
in a Colony. A site for a Capital may 
often be selected during tho infancy ol 
a now State, which timo and circum- 
stances will provo to have been inex- 
pedient; and in this, as in othor in- 
stances, as soon as wo find wo have 
made a mistake we should promptly correct 
it. Canada, California nod New Zealand ail 
lurnish parallel cases, and we need not look 
in vain for lhem in I ho old world. Victoria, 
moreover, has lost her free port — u, perhaps, 
necensary sacrifice to the exigencies of Union, 
hut which tells heavily on those who have 
invested in her loivn lots and slores on tho 
hiiiu of the coinii uunco of a free trade 
policy ; and New Westminster cannot ex- 
pect that during a serious organic change 
she will not he called upon to surrender 
flometbiog, if required, to ilio great principle 
of modern Legislation — tho benefit of the 
community at large. Tho time will perhaps 
come when population, us we trust, flowing 
in from tho East, Victoria will in turn have 
to yield to some town in the interior ol the 
mainland, and find that what she look from 
New Westminster " is given to another."

The Necessity for a Public Market. 

Mkssrs. IiniTous :— L beg to eail tho atten- 
tion of the Municipal Council, through the 
medium of your paper, to the necessity which 
exists for a market for the sale of farm pro* 

duce. The present seems the best time for 
discussing thu mutter, because tho Council 
will soon have funds at their command, ami 
tho farmers and market gardeners will be 
ready with their crops, fruits, vegetables, &e, 
Complaints bave been mado over and over 
again by sellers that when they wish lo dis- 
pose ot their surplus produce, they are com- 
pelled to bring it into town and hawk it round 
to tbe various slores, nnd nre eventually 
Obliged to tako whatever is offered, In order to 
avoid Uiu necessity of returning homo with 
their stock : and where tho article is of ft per- 
ishable nature it must bo sold at any sacrlliee. 
Hut if wo bad a market, open on slated du,n, 
our farmers would always lind a salu lor their 
produce at tho ourrent prloo, and its publish' 



mont would bo n boon not only to them but 
also to every family in this town. To every 
town in England of ball the size of Victoria 
the farmers of tho district congregate on mar- 
ket days, and arc brought into Immediate 
contact with thu consumers — the fathers and 
mothers of families, their servants and work- 
men. Thoso who havo seen tho Eight will 
remember what a cheerful one it is. Tho 
Btnnllest farmer and market gardener is there 
sure of obtaining a lair price for his labor. 
Thu storekeeper need not bo afraid of losing 
business on matkot days, for tho accession of 
tho country people to town on those days 
would fully compensate him. The very meet- 
ing of town and country would bo productive 
of uood. 

In tho first place I would proposo that tho 
Town Council erect a small market — say ol 
circular form, with 12 stalls, on public pro- 
perly — lor Instance in. the spaco opposite tho 
gaol. The cost would probably be $1200, If 
each stall were let at two dollars each twice a 
week for six full months in tho year, tho 
annual rent would amount to ■lSx'iG, or $!2-18. 
The salary of a market keeper would probably 
reduce the income to $1000 per annum — a 
tolerably good percentage on tho outlay, 
th en il the charge were reduced ono half the 
returns would bo equivalent to 30 per cent. 

Hereafter a live stock market might be 
established. 

Will tho Council take tho initiative, or 
allow n deputation to wait upon them for the 
purpose of urging this important matter ?

At a meeting of thu inhabitants of Lillnnet 
holden on U edncsday tho 6th of March 1867. 

P. F Foster E*q., in tho chair, and M. A. 
Banremo, Esq., Secretary. 

The chairman alter stating tho object of 
'ho meeting, said that, when speculating on 
questions ol a political nature, it was import- 
ant to remember a few luudameotal axioms 
lo government — axioms which wero the 
result ol experience, sanctioned by time, and 
accepted by iho moat eminent ol those far- 
sighted statesmen who wero tho admitted 
leaders in the science of political improve- 
ment, both in the United Kingdom and on 
tho Continent of America. 
* Alter stating of what those principles con- 
sisted, be concluded a very neat speech by 
saying that the whole of this upper country 
bad for six or eight years been unmercifully 
subsidized to build and decorate one 
worthless, unsightly excrescence ; excessive 
tuxes had been raised, thousands ol pounds 
had been squandered, und we bad us u result 
— a discontented people — a beggared exche- 
quer, ihe celebrated City of Stumps, tho 
deadfall of the Pacific und tho nnst heartily 
deto-ted plaeo in the Western Hemisphere. 

After which the following resolutions were 
submitted lo tho souse of tho meeting, and 
carried unaniuu usly : 

Resolved, — Phat il is espedient to reform 
our system of Government. 

Re-olved, — That a popular and equable 
form ol representation is calculated to umpire 
the people with confidence and is conducive 
to ilieir welfare and happiness. 

Resolved. — That we require vast commer- 
cial and financial reforms which are absolute- 
ly necessary to our lirurc prosperity, that 
tne existing form ol representation, [ as illus- 
Iratetl in the Legislative Council lor past 
years] is inadequate and unfit to carry out 
these reforms, or fur the passing ol perman 
out utul salutory measures of public interest. 

Resolved, — That we believe tbe wollare or 
adversity of this Colony is closely allied to 
the welfare or discontent of lha people, und 
that the executive will do well to reject as 
lunciful all dislitict theories of a public 
interest distinct lrom tho interest ol the 
whole people. 

Resolved, — That His Excellency Govern- 
or Seymour (in whoso abilities we have tbe 
gi eatest confidence) was misinformed when 
he staled that the people ol this Colony 
baked with happy confidence upon tho 
departure ol the magistrate* to their legis- 
lative lunctions, that we have uo confidence 
in their disinterested uess or capacity ns 
legislators, that we remember with regret 
and shame, that to Ibeir influences, wo owe 
some ol the worst bills that ever passed the 
Cou- cil board — not the least among them 
beini!, the imposition of an export gold tax - , 
and a bill to uugmetil their own salaries. 

Resolved, — That we believe that in order 
to be well or even decently governed, it is 
riecesssry that the interests ut the governed 
and the govanors shall bo tho same ; this is 
not, and cninot be tho caso where the 
whole power ol the government is confined 
to a lew salaried officials, holding their 
places under the government at pleasure 
and dividing among themselves yearly up- 
wards ol JrlOO (JOO. 

Resolved, — Thai it is the imperative du'y 
of ibis meelitg, und of tho people of the 
Colony who value (heir rights and liberties, 
lo do all that can be done by legal und 
peaceful means to augment the number ol 
popular repres mtitives. 

Resolved, — That Captain St. imp bo in- 
struend to move it bill in tho Legislative 
Council lor the abolishment ol tho road 
tolls. 

Resolved, — That Captain Slamp bo re- 
quested to ask tho government for the 
returns of the expenditure in tho repair of 
the Done las, Lillooet and Yalo roads respec- 
tively lor tho year 1 8Gt> 

Resolved, — Thai Captain Stamp ho in- 
structed to ask (he Government fur the 
anticipated expenditure on ihe Lillooet and 
Yale toads respectively for the yeur 1867. 

Resolved, — That this meeting express its 
approbation of the memorial seat to tho 
euvernmeot for thu removal of the Capital 10 
Victoria. 

Resolved, — That thoso resolutions bo 
forwarded to Capt. Stamp for promulgation 
in the Legislative Council, and that a copy 
be seta lo ViCtOlia papers for puhl cation. 

A vote ol thanks having been unanimous- 
ly passed in F. F. Foster, Esq., and also to 
M. A Rciiiomo, lv-(j , tbe meeting adjourn- 
ed.

M. M. S. Zealous and Reindbkh, — The Lon- 
don Times ot the 30tli January says :— "Private 
letters received from Madeira by oar Chatham 
correspondent announce the arrival on the 23d 
nit. of Her Majesty's armour-plated ship Zeal- 
ous, 20, 800-horse power, Capt. R. Dawkins, 
bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral the Hon. G. 
F. Hastings, Commaiider^in-Cliief of the Paci- 
fic squadron. During her passage out the 
Zealous hud encountered very severe weather, 
and ran short of coals, necessitating her putting 
into Lisbon for a supply. After receiving 200 
tons at Madeira she sailed again at noon on 
tho 27th ult. . all well.

MORE MURDERS II Y INDIANS— STAGE AT- 
TACKED—THREE MEN KILLED. 

Tho following is from the Idaho Stales.' 
man of the 2Gih ult : 

Yesierduy about noon the stage was 
coming over from Silver with (our pa.iien- 
gcrs, named Pomeroy, Bennett, Ullinun, und 
another whoso name we did not learn, and 
Younger tho driver. When just at the foot 
ol the bill, very near lhe spot where McCoy 
was killed last summer, Ihey were fired upon 
by a band of Indians. Younger was shot 
at the first volley, having his arm broken 
und a wound in the right sido. He dropped 
the reitiB, when Pomeroy, who was on the 
seat besido him, look them up und drove on 
as fast as possible- Before going far, how- 
ever, it became apparent that Yonneer 
could not remain on tho seat, and they 
stopped tho team, when Bennett and Iit?icl;- 
berger got out and look Younger into tii.) 
stage. This halt g'avo tho Indians timo to 
overtake lhe siaye again, so lhai they fired 
another volley at the stage beforo it started. 
As Ihey started Bennett a-ked to drive, ai 
lie was accustomed to drive a plage team, 
but Pomoroy insisted that ho was n good 
driver and drove on, making very good 
lime, at least sufficient to gain upon the 
InJians. Tho nest misfortune ihnt happen- 
ed was the breaking of the hold back atrap 
of the near wheeler, which soon threw tho oil 
horse under the tongue. Ullman and Po- 
meroy loosened tho leaders, when one of them 
got away from Pomeroy and ran down 
toward the forry. Pomeroy said to Uilman, 
" Let mo lake this horse and go and cuteh 
the other ono." About ibis moment the 
Indians came in sight again. Pomeroy 
mounted the horse that Ullman had and 
rodo off at full speed, the latter following on 
loot. Bennett und Reiohenberger had beci. 
meiowhde getting the wheel lorsesun-' 
tangled with a view to drive on if possible. 
Six or seven minutes had been consumed 
since they slopped, but before they could gel 
hitched up ugain tho Indians came w i tin u 
easy range and commenced firing. There 
being no prospect ol escaping with lhe 
sla^e lleichenberg started ell on foot, while 
Bennett mounted the horse that was loose, 
lo leave, supposing that Younger was dea l. 
But Younget seeing Bennett mount, begtred 
him not to leave him. Bonnet, then helped 
Younger out of ibe static on the horse 
behind him, the Indians firing all lhe while. 
I'tiat they were not both killed seems a 
miracle. Bennett says ho felt the wind of 
several balls or sluugs as they passed his 
face, und Younger received one bull in the 
right leg B3 be was gelling on the hoise. 
Younger soon became eo fnint that he cnnld 
Dot hold on Itio horse and begged lo bo left 
in the brush. Bennett kept him on, 
however, until ha got a little out of 
tight of the Indians, and llion left 
him in a small ravine a few yards from 
the road. Tho Indians did not find him after 
that. Bennett now took Reicheoberg on the 
horse with him and began ugain lo make his 
escape. One of the Indians had by this timo 
cut the harness oil lhe horse that was left and 
came down upon Itiem again on thu right, 
lhe others lollowiug behind. Ullman had liy 
this time secreted himself among sumo rocks, 
but seeing Bennett and Reicbenberg come 
along, came out after them, They bad no 
arms lo make a liylit, and they could not all 
etcupo on one horse. So the two rode oil 
toward the terry and Ullman star ud again 
for his hiding place; but it is presumed that 
the mounted Indian discovered him us bo was 
found dead near lhe place. Bennett and 
Reicbenberg made good llio r escape, artiv» 
ing at tho ferry some t j m 3 alter Pomerby. A 
party of seven soon started back to rescuo 
lbs men left behind, bui the Indians had 
dotio their worst and fled. Ullman was found 
near lbs rocks where bo had hid, shot through 
the heart. He had threu shots in his body 
and a wound on his head, us if made wilh a 
rock, Younger had died on the spot where 
hu was lelr, and had seven shois in his body 
and limbs. On going back to thu stago tbey 
found it r iled, ilia mail bags cut open and 
the letters scattered abouh The Frenchman, 
IJu bee, was also lound noar the stage, mur- 
dered and scalped. 

TERRIFIC FIGHT AT A HALL. 

Chandler, iho expressman, anived this 
afternoon with ten duys later news from 
Rocky Bar. A bloody light cccurred there 
on the lGih inst., nt which a notorious rough, 
named Harry Seymour, was killed, and 
another rough, named Mcljiieoii and Sheriff 
McCliiren wounded — the latter in tho log. It 
appears that McQaeen und Seymour raised 
a muss at a dunce that was taking place at a 
bOurding house ol Mr Vroom. Mr Derrick 
und Mr McClareu tried to quiet them, 
whereupon Seymour commenced firing at 
them. Aootfiot man, named Seitlo, lirod 
twice nt McQueen, and then Bhot Seymour, 
who was about to kill Derrick. A private 
note from there says, " thu whole community 
sympathizes with Settle, who is now n odor- 
going an examination lor killing Seymour."
